News  to  Use 


Yields  You  Can  Earn  On  oavings 

Now  that  interest  rates  seem  to  have  bottomed  out,  and  even  are  perking 
up  a  bit,  you  may  want  to  review  your  interest  and  dividend-bearing  in- 
vestments. Here's  today's  approximate  situation: 

Savings  (Passbook)  Accounts:  Near  the  bottom  of  the  list  with  a  maxi- 
mum 5x/2  percent  interest  rate. 

Stocks:  The  average  yield  is  about  5  percent  (though  stock  prices  are 
much  higher  than  a  year  ago) .  "Yield,"  by  the  way,  is  what  you  earn  versus 
purchase  price;  thus  a  stock  that  costs  $20  and  pays  $1.20  per  share  yields 
6  percent— i.e.,  1.20  -s-  20. 

U.S.  Savings  Bonds:  6V2  percent  when  held  to  maturity — not  all  that  high, 
but  they  do  have  certain  tax  advantages. 

6-Month  Money  Market  Certificates:  In  the  9  percent,  or  slightly  bet- 
ter, range.  Remember:  The  minimum  deposit  is  $10,000  (insured),  and 
there's  a  penalty  for  early  withdrawal. 

Money-Market  Funds:  Because  these  invest  heavily  in  short-term  obliga- 
tions, their  payouts  have  dropped  into  a  9  percent  to  10  percent  average. 
Yields  from  funds  are  not  fixed,  nor  is  your  money  insured.  But  the  mininum 
investment  is  comparatively  low — $500  and  up — and  there's  no  penalty  for 
early  withdrawal. 

30-Month  Certificates:  Sold  by  banks,  usually  with  a  $500  minimum. 
The  rate — somewhat  over  9  percent,  which  can  be  compounded  to  around  10 
percent — is  fixed  for  the  life  of  the  certificate  and  your  money  is  insured. 

Corporate  Bonds  (Top  Grade):  Yield  around  11  percent.  But  you  have 
to  buy  them  in  denominations  of  $1,000;  the  price  varies  almost  daily. 


Now  It  s  'Digital'  Recordings 


A  "digital  revolution"  is  in  the  making  in  the  phonograph  record  and 
cassette  industry.  In  fact,  some  digital  recordings  already  are  beginning 
to  appear  on  the  market,  priced  at  about  $12.  The  reasons  behind  the  so- 
called  revolution  are: 

•  Currently,  recordings  are  made  by  converting  sound  into  electrical 
signals  whose  imprints  are  embedded  in  records  or  tape,  then  translated 
back  into  sound  by  your  playback  equipment.  This  method — good  as  it  is — 
has  a  limited  range,  and  is  prone  to  such  flaws  as  "hiss,"  "wow,"  and  "flut- 
ter." 

•  The  digital  system  theoretically  overcomes  such  drawbacks  by  using 
binary  numbers  (as  in  computers)  instead  of  electrical  signals  to  denote 
sounds.  This  greatly  extends  range  and  eliminates  troublesome  noises. 

Note,  though,  that  the  digital  recordings  now  being  offered  in  stores  are 
only  half-way  steps.  They  still  come  in  conventional  form,  though  the  origi- 
nal pickup  was  made  digitally  to  improve  performance.  When  the  all-digital 
systems  arrive  (perhaps  some  years  hence),  they  will  require  a  new  type 
disc  and  playback  equipment. 
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New  developments  likely  to  affect  you: 

Credit:  Although  credit  restrictions  have  been  eased,  don't  expect  a  return 
to  pre-control  days.  The  big  retailers  will  keep — or  even  increase — higher 
monthly  minimum  payments,  and  banks  are  making  new  loans  only  after 
careful  sifting. 

Cable  TV:  Practically  all  government  restraints  on  this  booming  industry 
have  been  removed  by  the  Federal  Communications  Commission.  The  upshot 
is  that  cable  systems  now  may  pick  up  signals  from  more  distant  stations 
and  also  carry  syndicated  programs  that  formerly  were  taboo.  The  result 
will  be  greater  entertainment  diversity. 

Drugs:  The  Food  &  Drug  Administration  again  is  warning  about  the  mis- 
use of  the  so-called  "minor"  tranquilizers  such  as  Valium.  Physicians  will  be 
alerted  that  "anxiety  and  tension  associated  with  the  stress  of  daily  life  usual- 
ly do  not  require  treatment".

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Big  Issues 


To  Permit  More  Coal  For  Energy, 

Should  The  Clean  Air  Act  Standards  Be  Eased?

Since  1973,  the  United 
States  has  sought  to  reduce  its 
dependence  on  imported  oil  by 
maximizing  the  utilization  of  our 
domestic  resources.  Our  most 
abundant  domestic  source  of  ener- 
gy is  coal,  constituting  more  than 
80  percent  of  our  domestic  fossil 
fuel  reserves.  Yet,  coal  today  sup- 
plies only  18  percent  of  our  energy 
needs.  During  1980,  it  is  antici- 
pated that  we  will  mine  over  700 
million  tons  of  coal,  but  this  is  at  least  100  million  tons 
below  our  present  production  capability  and  far  less 
than  the  tonnage  we  are  capable  of  producing.  In  Illi- 
nois alone,  almost  10  percent  of  our  active  coal  miners 
are  unemployed,  and  coal  production  dropped  by  25 
percent  between  1970  and  1978. 

The  problem  is  less  the  original  Clean  Air  Act  of 
1970  than  the  far  reaching  amendments  to  that  act 
enacted  in  1977.  A  reasonable  Clean  Air  Act  would  be 
an  important  tool  in  assuring  a  safe  and  healthy  envi- 
ronment while  allowing  sustained  economic  growth  and 
increased  use  of  our  major  domestic  energy  source,  coal. 
The  Clean  Air  Act  as  amended  in  1977  is  pushing  the 
cost  of  using  coal  to  where  there  is  virtually  no  cost  dif- 
ference between  coal  and  imported  oil.  In  practice,  the 
Clean  Air  Act  precludes  the  burning  of  coal  entirely  in 
many  areas,  regardless  of  cost. 

In  evaluating  the  benefits  of  environmental  regula- 
tion, we  must  be  aware  of  their  impact  on  other  areas 
of  national  interest.  The  Clean  Air  Act  is  intended  to 
protect  the  public  health  by  promoting  clean  air.  It 
actually  goes  beyond  this  goal  by  tightening  require- 
ments beyond  what  is  necessary  to  protect  public 
health.  Thus,  the  1977  Clean  Air  Act  amendments  tend 
to  contribute  to  our  continued  reliance  on  imported 
energy.  Our  reliance  on  imports  has  major  national 
security  implications  which  can  no  longer  be  ignored. 
Even  a  decision  to  fill  our  Strategic  Petroleum  Reserve 
to  provide  a  cushion  against  sudden  international  dis- 
ruptions seems  to  be  subject  to  veto  by  OPEC.  We  can- 
not continue  to  enact  environmental  legislation  in  a 
vacuum  and  ignore  the  energy,  economic  and  national 
security  implications  of  overly  stringent  environmental 
regulations. 

Environmental  and  energy  policies  often  seem  to 
work  at  cross-purposes  when  they  should  be  in  balance. 
Environmental  decision  makers  must  begin  to  evaluate 
their  decisions  in  light  of  national  energy  policy.  With- 
out this  consideration  our  environmental  policies  will 
continue  to  discourage  the  use  of  coal.  The  problem  is 
not  production  capacity;  rather,  it  is  the  restrictions  on 
use  that  have  hampered  our  efforts  to  convert  to  coal. 

The  1977  amendments  to  the  Clean  Air  Act  should 
be  reviewed  to  insure  that  they  permit  the  maximum 
displacement  possible  of  foreign  oil  with  domestic  coal.

America's  greatest  stra- 
tegic weakness  is  dependence  on 
foreign  oil.  Our  vulnerability  is  an 
emergency  that  demands  urgent 
national  action.  But  it  is  self-de- 
feating to  defend  this  nation  by 
poisoning  the  air. 

I  am  committed  to  increasing 
coal  use.  However,  the  cost  of  its 
pollution  should  be  included  in 
the  price  of  energy  rather  than  paid 
for  later  as  health  cost  and  envi- 
ronmental degradation.  The  recent  World  Coal  Study 
report  concluded  that  technology  exists  to  meet  the 
most  stringent  health  and  environmental  standards  "at 
costs  that  leave  coal  competitive  with  oil  at  mid-1979 
prices  in  most  areas." 

Without  any  easing  of  federal  pollution  standards, 
new  federal  legislation  to  convert  power  plants  to  coal 
use  will  cause  an  increase  in  air  pollution.  Yet  scientific 
evidence  is  growing  against  hazards  underestimated 
when  current  clean  air  legislation  was  written. 

For  example,  many  scientists  are  concerned  that  the 
fine  particulates  put  into  the  air  by  coal  combustion  are 
inadequately  controlled.  Particulates  can  contain  traces 
of  up  to  27  toxic  metals.  The  smaller  the  particle,  the 
more  likely  it  is  to  lodge  in  the  innermost  parts  of  the 
lung.  There  is  some  evidence  that  fine  particulates  con- 
tribute to  emphysema,  asthma  and  chronic  bronchitis. 
The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  should  develop 
a  national  health  standard  for  fine  particulates. 

Another  growing  danger  is  acid  rain.  The  tall  smoke- 
stacks allowed  for  existing  plants  under  many  state 
pollution  control  plans  protect  local  areas  but  exacer- 
bate acid  rain  by  allowing  chemical  conversion  in  the 
atmosphere  for  a  longer  time.  New  EPA  regulations  on 
maximum  height  may  be  counterproductive — permit- 
ting many  plants  to  build  taller  smokestacks. 

Both  what  is  known  about  coal's  dangers  and  what 
is  unknown  argue  for  caution  as  we  convert  to  more 
coal.  One  major  unknown  is  the  potential  "greenhouse 
effect."  Some  scientists  argue  that  increased  carbon 
dioxide  from  fossil  fuel  will  warm  the  globe,  flood 
coastal  areas,  and  disrupt  climate  and  agricultural  pat- 
terns worldwide. 

Current  clean  air  legislation  sets  standards  that  are 
still  not  met  in  many  areas  of  the  country.  The  United 
States  must  continue  its  progress  toward  clean  air  and 
energy  independence  at  the  same  time. 

Coal  conversion  must  be  put  into  context.  The  na- 
tion's number  one  priority  should  be  energy  efficiency. 
It  is  safer,  cleaner  and  cheaper,  according  to  major 
studies  at  the  Harvard  Business  School,  the  National 
Academy  of  Sciences  and  elsewhere.  A  national  com- 
mitment to  using  energy  much  more  efficiently  can 
relieve  pressure  for  a  precipitous,  unbalanced  shift  to 
coal  at  the  expense  of  clean  air.

Introducing  Michael  J.  Kogutek 

The  Legion's  New  National  Commander 


The  seventh  National  Commander 
to  hail  from  the  Empire  State, 
Michael  J.  Kogutek  was  elected  to 
The  American  Legion's  highest  of- 
fice at  the  62nd  National  Convention 
in  Boston,  MA,  August  15-21. 

A  self-made  man  who  character- 
izes himself  as  "just  a  grass-roots 
Legionnaire,"  the  new  Commander 
directed  his  acceptance  remarks  to 
all  Legionnaires,  but  especially  to 
the  bluecappers. 

"You  are  the  rock  the  Legion  rests 
on,  the  foundation  it's  built  on  and 
the  base  that  keeps  it  on  a  strong 
and  sure  course,"  he  told  them.  "If 
a  leader  is  only  as  good  as  those  he 
leads,  then  I  say  I  cannot  fail  because 
I  look  out  on  some  of  the  bravest, 
most  courageous  and  most  deter- 
mined people  the  world  has  ever 
known." 

At  54,  Kogutek  sees  his  election  as 
the  culmination  of  a  lifetime  dedi- 
cated to  hard  work  and  personal 
achievement.  The  son  of  Mary  and 
John  Kogutek — Polish  immigrants 
who  came  to  this  country  at  the  turn 
of  the  century — Mike  is  a  life-long 
resident  of  Lackawanna,  NY. 

Located  on  Lake  Erie  about  five 
miles  south  of  Buffalo,  Lackawanna 
is  today,  as  it  was  when  Mike's 
father  worked  in  its  mills,  a  steel 
town.  Teeming  with  steel-related  in- 
dustry and  suburban  businesses,  the 
city's  30,000  inhabitants  typify  Walt 
Whitman's  poetic  conception  of 
America  at  work. 

And  that  is  the  America  the  Kogu- 
tek family  thrived  on — a  country 
where  each  person  ate  of  the  fruits 
of  his  own  labor  and  made  his  way 
based  on  ability  and  hard  work.  One 
of  six  children,  Mike  attributes  many 
of  his  values  and  perceptions  to  the 
principles  instilled  in  him  by  his 
parents.  "They  were  always  injecting 
the  love  of  country  and  the  love  of 
God  into  our  lives,"  he  said.  "As  a 
result,  I  am  a  very  strong  American 
and  a  deeply  religious  person." 

After  graduation  from  Lackawan- 
na High  School  in  1944,  Kogutek 
entered  the  Navy,  eventually  attain- 
ing the  rank  of  petty  officer  second 


class.  He  went  to  boot  camp  in  Sam- 
son, NY;  from  there  he  was  sent  to 
amphibious  landing  craft  school  in 
Little  Creek,  VA.  Fully  trained  for 
the  duties  that  lay  ahead,  Kogutek 
was  transferred  to  Portland,  OR, 
where  he  helped  put  his  ship — LCI- 
747 — into  commission. 

Bound  for  the  South  Pacific,  it 
wasn't  long  before  Petty  Officer 
Kogutek  got  his  first  taste  of  combat 
in  New  Guinea  and,  later,  in  the 
Philippines.  He  was  awarded  the 
South  Pacific  Ribbon  with  battle 
stars  for  his  part  in  the  action. 

Discharged  in  May  1946,  the  Com- 
mander went  back  to  Lackawanna 
where  he  married  a  hometown  girl, 
Dorothy  Druzbik,  in  October.  At  the 
time  of  his  marriage,  he  was  a  fork- 
lift  operator  at  Buffalo  Brake  Beam

Company,  a  railroad  supply  firm, 
where  he  had  worked  briefly  before 
going  into  the  Navy. 

Kogutek  was  a  conscientious  em- 
ployee during  the  day  and  later,  as 
an  ambitious  college  student  at  night, 
he  received  an  Associate  of  Science 
degree  from  Empire  State  College. 
Soon  he  was  made  a  foreman  at 
Buffalo  Brake  Beam.  Touching  every 
rung  of  the  promotion  ladder,  he 
climbed  to  his  present  position  as 
Plant  Manager.  In  that  capacity, 
Kogutek  has  full,  personal  responsi- 
bility for  a  vast  number  of  company 
functions  ranging  from  manufactur- 
ing to  inventory  control  to  contract 
negotiations. 

Commander  and  Mrs.  Kogutek's 
children  also  possess  the  drive  char- 
acteristic of  the  family.  Michael  D., 
30,  received  his  doctorate  from  the 
University  of  Denver  and  is  a  prac- 
ticing psychologist  in  California 
where  he  lives  with  his  wife,  Jane. 


Sharon,  29,  a  graduate  of  State  Uni- 
versity College  at  Buffalo,  is  an  ele- 
mentary school  teacher  in  Newfane, 
NY,  and  the  Past  Junior  President 
of  the  Matthew  Glab  Auxiliary  Unit 
1477  in  Lackawanna. 

Dorothy  Kogutek,  Past  President 
of  the  same  unit,  is  very  active  in 
community  volunteer  work  and  is  the 
Commander's  right-hand  "man" 
when  it  comes  to  civic,  Legion  and 
fraternal  programs  and  projects.  The 
Koguteks  are  parishioners  of  Our 
Lady  of  Victory  Basilica  which  was 
constructed  under  the  guidance  of 
Father  Nelson  Baker,  world  re- 
nowned as  the  "Padre  of  the  Poor," 
and  currently  under  consideration 
for  beatification. 

When  the  Koguteks  are  not  in- 
volved in  community  service  work 
or  Legion  affairs,  they  relax  by  going 
to  the  theater  or  the  movies,  just 
reading  a  good  book  or  taking  in 
spectator  sports. 

Yet,  there  is  precious  little  time 
for  entertainment  when  an  individ- 
ual is  as  active  as  the  Commander. 
Since  1946,  when  he  joined  the  Mat- 
thew Glab  Post  1477  immediately 
after  receiving  his  honorable  dis- 
charge, Kogutek  has  held  virtually 
every  Legion  office  from  the  Post 
level  right  up  to  Department  Com- 
mander (1968-69).  A  firm  believer 
that  "service  to  one's  Post  is  the 
backbone  of  American  Legion 
strength,"  he  seeks  active  involve- 
ment in  all  Legion  activities. 

At  the  Department  level,  Kogutek 
served  as  chairman  of  several  com- 
mittees including  Special  Activities, 
Resolutions,  and  Convention  Ar- 
rangements. In  addition,  he  serves 
on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Department  of  New  York.  As  State 
Membership  Chairman,  the  Com- 
mander spearheaded  the  most  suc- 
cessful membership  drive  in  Depart- 
ment history.  Carrying  that  same  en- 
thusiasm into  national  office,  Kogu- 
tek wants  to  be  remembered  as  the 
Commander  who  boosted  Legion 
membership  to  the  3  million  mark. 
To  that  end,  he  always  carries  a

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Back  To  The  Farm: 

An 

Impossible 
Dream? 


"But  still  the  hands  of  memory  weave 
The  blissful  dreams  of  long  ago."

If  you  have  farmer  friends,  they're 
likely  to  tell  you  that  today  there  is 
little  chance  of  your  starting  a  self- 
sufficient  farm  because  of  the  high 
cost  of  land,  livestock  and  machinery. 
Yet  you  can  still  find  city  families 
who  have  ignored  the  warnings  and 
are  now  living  on  the  farm. 

In  recent  years,  the  idea  of  going 
back  to  the  farm  has  held  great  ap- 
peal for  city  dwellers.  Many  of  the 
same  people  who  left  rural  America 
in  the  1940s,  '50s  and  '60s  to  find 
success  in  urban  centers  are  now  turn- 
ing their  eyes  longingly  to  the  roll- 
ing fields.  Others  who  have  never 
lived  in  rural  America  are  dreaming 
of  near  complete  independence  in  a 
clean,  pure,  rural  setting  away  from 
traffic  lines,  smog  and  suffocating 
closeness.  The  search  for  alternative 
lifestyles  and  a  concern  for  the  en- 
vironment has  led  to  a  "back  to  the 
earth"  movement  which  seems  to 
be  increasing  unabated. 

Just  during  the  last  decade  the 
tide  of  migration  from  country  to  city 
has  reversed.  When  the  United  States 
counted  noses  in  1975,  it  was  re- 
corded that  metropolitan  counties 
had  just  about  broken  even  in  the 
first  five  years  of  the  '70s  while  rural 
America  had  enjoyed  better  than  a 
4  percent  increase  in  population. 

Ironically,  the  number  of  farms 
continues  to  decrease  with  15  per- 
cent fewer  people  engaging  in  that 
occupation  in  1976  than  in  1970.  It 
can  be  deduced  from  these  statistics 
that  not  all  who  have  fled  to  the 
country  have  taken  up  farming — 
many  have  merely  taken  up  resi- 
dence. Now  it  becomes  apparent  that 
driving  from  a  rural  home  to  a  job 
in  the  city  begins  to  pose  economic 
problems  and  the  possibility  of  lim- 
ited fuel  may  even  render  this  life- 
style obsolete.  One  alternative  many 
are  exploring  is  full-time  farming. 

Often  those  new  farmers  longing 
for  the  bucolic  life  are  poorly  pre- 
pared for  the  realities  of  a  sometimes 
cruel  Mother  Nature.  They  never 
realized  that  the  costs  of  living  off 
the  land  are  so  steep,  initially.  They 
are  ill  prepared  for  the  sacrifices  in 
lifestyles,  comforts  and  income  neces- 
sary to  make  a  go  at  it.  The  hard, 
physical  labor  is  enough  to  turn 
many  would-be  farmers  back  into 
white-shirt  executives. 
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Additionally,  few  middle-class 
families  have  the  reserve  capital 
needed  to  buy  and  equip  outright  a 
farm  large  enough  to  provide  suffi- 
cient income  to  match  good  blue- 
collar  wages.  Despite  these  obstacles, 
some  hardy  souls  filled  with  pioneer 
spirit  and  dogged  determination  are 
making  a  go  at  20th-century  farming. 

They  have  found  that  life  on  the 
farm  still  offers  many  compensations. 
Where  else  can  one  work  out-of- 
doors,  side-by-side  with  spouse  and 
family?  Where  else  can  one  experi- 
ence the  change  of  seasons  and  a 
work  environment  that  is  never  the 
same  from  day  to  day? 

A  few  years  ago,  many  families  re- 
mained on  the  farm  because  they  felt 
trapped.  Lack  of  skills  or  family  cir- 
cumstances sentenced  them  to  a  life 
of  thankless  toil.  Today  things  are 
different.  Young  operators  are  now 
there  by  choice;  they  have  weighed 
the  alternatives.  They  are  better  edu- 
cated and  possess  more  specialized 
skills  than  their  predecessors.  These 
young  families  have  met  head-on  the 
hurdles  of  high  costs,  erosion  of  com- 
munity spirit,  isolation  from  the  cul- 
tural advantages  of  cities,  prospects 
of  heavy  debt  loads  for  much  of  their 
careers,  and  declining  health  and 
educational  services.  The  very  fact 
that  so  many  are  returning  to  their 
roots  vividly  reveals  that  farming  is 
more  than  a  business,  more  than  a 
means  of  survival. 

If  you  understand  that  nature 
doesn't  promise  an  unbroken  series 
of  beautiful  sunrises,  blue  skies,  soft 
breezes,  gentle  showers  and  spectacu- 
lar sunsets;  that  weather  can  be  a 
relentless  adversary  which  will,  on 
occasion,  wipe  out  prospects  for  a 
good  harvest  or  kill  your  livestock  in 
hours;  that  mud  is  more  than  a  nuis- 
ance when  the  land  can't  be  tilled 
and  that  only  rocky  and  sandy  soils 
escape  the  terror  of  the  spring  thaw; 
that  weather  can  cancel  your  best 
laid  plans,  and  that  a  load  of  debt 
can  be  overcome  and  a  profit  eventu- 
ally turned — then,  perhaps,  the  free 
spirit  in  you  would  be  fulfilled  by  a 
life  of  farming. 

Let's  take  a  closer  look  at  the  in- 
gredients for  a  farm  business  that 
will  provide  your  family  much  of 
their  food  and  sufficient  income  for 
some  of  the  amenities. 

One  thing  you  won't  escape  down 
on  the  farm  is  inflation.  This  is 


particularly  true  of  the  price  of  land. 
In  1979,  prices  leaped  16  percent 
(national  average)  and  the  increases 
have  averaged  14  percent  a  year  for 
some  time.  In  1978,  land  was  40  times 
as  expensive  as  it  was  in  1940.  Cur- 
rently, the  average  price  of  farm  land 
is  $609  an  acre.  Ideally  located  land 
fitted  particularly  to  the  raising  of 
certain  crops  can  go  higher  than 
$3,000  per  acre. 

Yet  many  farming  ventures  do  not 
call  for  highly  productive  farm  land. 
Grazing  lands  not  suitable  for  culti- 
vation can  be  used  for  livestock,  es- 
pecially beef  cattle,  sheep  and  goats. 
Because  this  land  is  considerably 
cheaper,  many  urban  families  have 
opted  for  acreage  in  the  Ozarks, 
northern  New  England,  the  Blue 
Ridge  Mountains,  cut-over  areas  of 
the  upper  Great  Lakes  and  scattered 
parts  of  the  West. 

You  can  find  good  tillable  land  al- 
most everywhere.  Some  80  percent  of 
America's  farms  are  in  the  north 
central  and  southern  regions.  Forty- 
five  percent  of  all  cash  receipts  from 
farming   originate   in   only  seven

states:  California,  Illinois,  Iowa, 
Kansas,  Minnesota,  Nebraska  and 
Texas.  Other  top  ranking  states  in- 
clude Ohio,  Indiana,  Missouri  and 
North  Carolina. 

It's  not  easy  to  find  an  ideal  loca- 
tion and  much  depends  on  the  kind 
of  lifestyle  you  are  seeking  and  the 
enterprises  you  hope  will  provide  a 
satisfactory  income.  You  are  choosing 
a  home  as  well  as  a  business  location. 
Such  things  as  the  availability  of 
water,  utilities,  transportation,  roads, 
schools,  churches  and  businesses 
must  be  considered. 

Once  a  location  has  been  selected, 
it's  necessary  to  plan  your  operation. 
Products  from  your  farm  must  be 
matched  to  land  resources,  your 
skills  and  abilities,  and  your  funds. 
Newcomers  to  farming  are  likely  to 
choose  specialty  crops  requiring  mod- 
est investments  and  higher  labor  in- 
puts. Some  farmers  sell  their  labor, 
while  others  sell  the  soil's  produc- 


tivity and  subsequent  yield. 

Here  are  a  couple  of  suggestions 
for  specialty  crops:  strawberries  and 
rabbits.  Strawberries  are  the  hardiest 
of  small  fruit  crops.  If  you  can  keep 
them  reasonably  free  of  weeds,  they 
will  survive  almost  anything  except 
a  late  spring  freeze.  A  minimum  of 
land  is  required  and  soil  can  be  of 
medium  fertility.  They  are  a  quick 
crop  when  compared  with  most  fruits; 
you  can  set  out  plants  one  spring 
and  harvest  the  next  year. 

But  rabbits?  Everyone  knows  they 
are  prolific,  but  did  you  know  that 
housing  requirements  are  minimal — 
they  thrive  in  small  wire  cages?  Feed 
efficiency  is  good.  The  trick  is  to  lo- 
cate a  dependable  market.  Process- 
ing plants  sometimes  offer  contracts 
and  may  finance  feed  costs,  the 
major  expense. 

A  few  decades  ago,  it  was  the 
dream  of  every  blue-collar  worker  to 
retire  to  a  chicken  ranch.  But  today, 
poultry  is  big  business  (both  eggs 
and  meat)  with  an  astronomical 
number  of  birds  controlled  by  a  hand- 
ful of  major  companies.  Practically 
all  broilers  are  raised  under  contract, 
which,  in  essence,  is  the  same  as 
working  for  wages.  Little  indepen- 
dence there! 

With  the  growing  cost  of  transpor- 
tation to  and  from  markets,  it  is  pre- 
dicted that  demand  will  pick  up  for 
locally  grown  fruits  and  produce. 
This  has  not  yet  come  about,  but  it 
is  something  to  consider  in  your 
long-range  planning.  Growing  either 
fruit  or  vegetables  on  a  commercial 
scale  calls  for  higher-than-average 
skills  and  expert  technology.  These 
products  require  chemical  insecti- 
cides and  herbicides  for  top  market 
quality.  Despite  those  drawbacks, 
fruit  crops  and  nut  trees  yield  high 
income  per  acre  if  you  can  wait  a  few 
years  for  your  first  crop. 

Regardless  of  the  size  of  your  farm, 
certain  basic  economic  principles 
must  be  kept  in  mind.  Profits  depend 
on  the  number  of  units  that  can  be 
sold,  multiplied  by  possible  profit 
per  unit.  No  matter  how  worthy  the 
concept  of  small  farms,  the  reality  is 
that  sufficient  volume  of  sales  is 
needed  to  bring  in  necessary  cash  to 
meet  basic  living  expenses,  debt  re- 
payment and  savings.  There  is  sel- 
dom, if  ever,  an  escape  from  what  is 
known  in  the  farm  community  as  the

Principal  Export 


A  veritable  army  of  Soviet  agents  is  attacking  the 
Free  World

Between  January  20  and  March  18, 
1980,  five  Free  World  nations  appre- 
hended 10  Soviet  officials  engaged  in 
espionage  in  their  countries.  A  sixth, 
Finland,  sentenced  one  of  its  own 
citizens  to  prison  for  spying  for  the 
Russians  and  a  seventh,  Sweden, 
joined  the  group  by  expelling  a  Pol- 
ish diplomat. 

The  fallout  began  in  Wellington, 
New  Zealand  on  January  20  when 
Soviet  Ambassador  Vsevolod  Sfinsky 
was  declared  persona  non  grata  for 
attempting  to  pass  money  to  the  Mos- 
cow-backed Socialist  United  Party  of 
New  Zealand.  A  day  later,  in  Ottawa, 
Canada,  two  Soviet  military  attaches, 
Col.  Eduard  Aleksanian  and  Capt. 
Igor  A.  Bardeev,  and  an  embassy 
chauffeur,  V.  I.  Sokolov,  were  expelled 
by  the  government.  The  trio  was 
charged  with  espionage — attempting 
to  purchase  U.S.  secrets  from  an  un- 
identified American  who  reportedly 
occupied  a  "sensitive"  position  in  the 
United  States. 


Four  days  after  the  most  recent 
Canadian  expulsion,  Japan  was 
rocked  by  the  most  sensational  spy 
disclosure  in  its  peacetime  history. 
Two  unidentified  Soviet  military  at- 
taches, a  general  and  a  colonel,  hasti- 
ly left  the  country  "for  reasons  of 
health,"  as  the  Soviet  Embassy  in 
Tokyo  put  it.  A  respected  83-year- 
old,  retired  Japanese  Army  major 
general,  Yukisha  Miyananga,  and 
two  active-duty  junior  officers,  First 
Lt.  Eiichi  Kashii  and  Warrant  Offi- 
cer Tsunethoshi  Oshima,  were  ar- 
rested for  passing  defense  secrets  to 
the  Russians. 

Japan's  army  chief  of  staff,  Lt. 
Gen.  Shigeto  Nagano,  resigned.  Elev- 
en other  senior  Japanese  defense  of- 
ficials have  been  disciplined.  Even 
before  this  scandal  broke,  Japanese 
and  other  security  officials  had  been 
concerned  about  the  increased  inter- 
est the  Soviets  have  been  showing 
around  the  Southern  Kuriles  chain 
(claimed  by  Japan  but  occupied  by 
the  U.S.S.R.  since  1945).  Over  the 
past  year  the  Soviets  have  moved  a 


combat  division  on  to  three  of  the 
four  disputed  islands  and  are  known 
to  be  recruiting  some  of  the  10,000 
Japanese  fishermen  who  man  3,000 
boats  in  the  area. 

According  to  informed  sources  in 
the  village  of  Nemuco,  the  Soviets 
are  interested  in  all  sorts  of  informa- 
tion from  the  reliability  of  current 
roads  and  the  construction  of  new 
roads,  ports,  airports  and  bridges  to 
political  information,  such  as  the 
mood  of  the  Japanese. 

Last  February  14,  the  French  for- 
eign office  sent  Moscow  a  valentine. 
It  expelled  Soviet  consular  official 
Guenada  Travkov  from  his  post  in 
Marseilles.  Three  weeks  later,  Soviet 
Press  Attache  Viatcheslav  Frolov 
was  also  expelled.  Travkov  had  been 
caught  by  the  police  with  plans  and 
documents  relating  to  the  top  secret 
Mirage  2000  jet  fighter.  France  would 
not  disclose  the  reasons  for  the  ous- 
ter of  Frolov.  The  French  can  usual- 
ly be  depended  upon  to  view  espio- 
nage with  a  certain  Gallic  equanimity 
except  when  it  comes  to  the  theft  of 
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their  own  military  secrets. 

On  February  17,  in  Madrid,  Span- 
ish authorities  expelled  Oleg  Suranov, 
head  of  the  Soviet  airline,  Aero- 
flot,  in  Spain,  together  with  his  embas- 
sy case  officer,  Second  Sec'y  Anatoli 
Krasilnikov.  They  were  the  sixth  and 
seventh  Soviet  citizens  to  be  expelled 
or  asked  to  leave  Spain  for  indulging 
in  espionage  since  Madrid  and  Mos- 
cow reestablished  diplomatic  rela- 
tions three  years  ago. 

At  the  same  time  that  the  Soviet 
pair  was  departing  Madrid  for  Mos- 
cow, the  Government  of  Sweden 
was  ousting  a  Polish  consul  in  the 
Swedish  port  city  of  Malmo  for  ac- 
cepting material  from  two  unidenti- 
fied women  who  had  recently  been 
apprehended  for  spying. 

And  finally,  on  March  18,  a  Fin- 
nish engineer  was  sentenced  to  four 
years  in  prison  for  spying.  Eila  Hel- 
ena Helin  was  employed  by  the  coun- 
try's major  chemical  company,  Ke- 
mira  Oy,  when  she  was  arrested 
over  a  year  ago  for  spying  for  the 
U.S.S.R. 

There  appears  to  be  little  doubt 
that  the  two  intelligence  arms  of  the 
Soviet  Union  have  been  busy.  Those 
Russians  ousted  from  Canada  and 
Japan  were  undoubtedly  representa- 
tives of  the  military  intelligence  di- 
rectorate, the  GRU  ( Glavnoe  Raz- 
bedivatel'noe  Uprablenie) .  Most  mil- 
itary attache  offices  are  manned  by 
GRU  personnel. 

Those  Soviets  expelled  from  New 
Zealand,  France  and  Spain,  and  the 
agent  sentenced  in  Finland,  were 
probably  connected  with  the  KGB, 


the  Committee  for  State  Security 
(Komitet  Gosudarstvennoy  Bezopas- 
nosti) . 

The  GRU  operates  separately  from 
the  KGB.  Its  officers  abroad  report 
directly  to  Army  Gen.  Petr  Ivonovich 
Ivashutin  who  has  held  his  position 
since  1963.  The  GRU  is  not  only  ac- 
tively involved  in  military  espionage, 
but  also  does  everything  possible  to 
insure  victory  for  Soviet  forces  in  the 
event  of  war.  They  seek  to  recruit 
agents  among  the  leadership  as  well 
as  in  the  rank  and  file  of  a  potential

enemy's  armed  forces.  They  also  seek 
to  establish  sabotage  units,  composed 
primarily  of  civilians,  in  every  nation 
where  there  is  even  a  remote  possi- 
bility of  future  conflict  with  the 
Soviets.  These  units  will  be  activated 
only  by  instructions  from  Moscow. 
Until  then,  they  are  "sleepers" 
awaiting  orders. 

The  KGB  is  the  most  powerful  and 
largest  of  the  two  Soviet  intelligence 
organizations.  Its  functions  are  a 
combination  of  those  assigned  to  our 
CIA  and  the  FBI:  to  conduct  active 
as  well  as  passive  intelligence  collec- 
tion, counterintelligence,  counteres- 
pionage, propaganda  campaigns,  and 
assassination  planning  and  execu- 
tion. 


The  chief  of  the  KGB,  Yuriy  An- 
dropov, has  held  his  position  since 
1967  and  is  a  full  member  of  the 
elite  15-man  Politburo  as  well  as  a 
member  of  the  Central  Committee  of 
the  Communist  Party  of  the  Soviet 
Union.  Soviet  citizens  rightly  fear 
this  man.  He  can,  with  impunity 
and  without  a  trial,  sentence  a  promi- 
nent scientist  such  as  Andrei  Sak- 
harov  to  internal  exile  in  the  Soviet 
Union  or  issue  orders  for  assassina- 
tion of  defectors  and  hostile  foreign 
leaders  anywhere  in  the  world. 

For  instance,  in  August  1979,  Sov- 
iet Olympic  canoeing  champion 
Wladislawas  Cesiunas  defected  to 
West  Germany.  He  reportedly  in- 
tended to  write  a  book  detailing  how 
Soviet  Olympic  authorities  prepare 
their  athletes  for  international  com- 
petition by  administering  stimulative 
drugs  before  given  events.  He  never 
got  the  chance.  He  was  snatched 
from  a  West  Berlin  street  in  broad 
daylight  within  a  month  of  his  de- 
fection. He  later  appeared  on  Soviet 
television  apologizing  for  his  betrayal 
of  the  "Motherland."  Undoubtedly 
the  KGB  had  a  hand  in  the  matter. 

There  is  no  aspect  of  life  abroad 
in  which  the  KGB  is  not  interested. 
The  Dutch  discovered  this  in  March 
1978,  when  they  expelled  three  mem- 
bers of  a  Soviet  trade  delegation  to 
the  Netherlands.  The  Soviets  were 
interested  in  the  chemical  industry  of 
the  nation. 

While  the  GRU  usually  uses  mili- 
tary personnel  exclusively  in  its  em- 
bassies abroad  to  conduct  espionage

Armored  Car 


It  shaped  the 
face  of  war  for 
years  to  come

In  1893,  a  young  teacher  of  elocu- 
tion and  fencing  at  Northwestern 
Military  Academy  in  Highland  Park, 
IL,  became  fascinated  by  French  and 
British  military  experiments  in  mov- 
ing soldiers  about  on  bicycles. 

These  "bicycle  corps"  launched 
Royal  P.  Davidson  on  a  career  of  mili- 
tary transportation  research  and  de- 
velopment that  culminated  in  his  rec- 
ognition as  designer  and  builder  of 
the  world^s  first  armored  car. 

His  action  was  to  reshape  the  bat- 
tlefield in  wars  to  come,  replacing 


horses  with  machines  that  delivered 
the  power  to  go  and  do. 

Six  years  later,  then-Major  David- 
son took  delivery  of  a  car  constructed 
by  the  Peoria,  IL,  Rubber  and  Motor 
Vehicle  Mfg.  Co.,  under  Charles  Dur- 
yea  patents.  The  1,000-pound  car 
was  propelled  by  a  six-horsepower 
gasoline  engine  and  cost  about 
$1,500.  Its  three  36-inch  wheels  bore 
wooden  spokes,  metal  rims  and  pneu- 
matic tires. 

After  delivery,  Davidson  and  his 
cadets  set  to  work  transforming  it  into 
an  armored  car  in  the  school's  man- 
ual training  department.  On  the  front 
frame  they  mounted  a  7mm  Colt 
automatic  rapid-fire  gun  that  could 
fire  480  shots  per  minute.  The  gun 
rotated  through  180  degrees  from  left 
to  right  and  had  an  effective  firing 
range  of  2,000  yards. 

The  car  carried  four  men  with 
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blankets,  equipment  and  rations  for 
10  days.  It  also  included  a  light- 
weight windlass  and  tackle  to  pull 
the  car  out  of  ditches  and  over  em- 
bankments, a  tool  kit  and  two  day's 
worth  of  gasoline.  Davidson's  cadets 
built  a  removable  metal  shield  for 
the  front  of  the  car  and  armored  the 
fuel  tanks  and  engine. 

The  invention  of  steam  and  gaso- 
line engines  in  the  19th  century  had 
provided  Davidson  the  power  re- 
quired to  propel  armored  vehicles, 
but  it  remained  for  him  to  demon- 
strate an  armored  car  with  exception- 
al mobility — which  he  eventually  did. 

He  contrasted  his  armored  car's 
30-mph  speed  with  the  pacer  horses 
at  10  mph  and  noted  that  after  two 
hours  horses  were  worthless  for 
further  work  until  rested.  The  ar- 
mored car,  he  stated,  could  advance 
almost  as  swiftly  as  a  cannon  ball, 
make  a  sudden,  spirited  attack,  turn, 
and  be  out  of  the  way  before  the  guns 
of  the  enemy  could  swing  into  ac- 
tion. He  also  said  there  would  be  no 
horses  to  stumble  or  be  wounded  in 
the  heat  of  battle.  In  addition,  the 
armored  car  would  be  a  small  target 
for  even  an  expert  rifleman. 

To  convince  the  War  Department 
of  all  this,  Davidson  decided  to  drive 
his  armored  car  to  Washington,  DC. 
On  July  20,  1899,  Davidson  and  four 
cadets  left  Fort  Sheridan,  IL,  in 
their  armored  car  with  a  message 
from  Maj.  Gen.  Joseph  Wheeler  to 
Lt.  Gen.  Nelson  A.  Miles.  Some 
newspapers  and  magazines  heralded 
the  trip  as  "daring,"  while  others 
said  it  was  "foolhardy." 

Before  the  car  got  out  of  Chicago, 
it  became  mired  in  a  mudhole.  That 
evening,  a  headline  read,  "War  Au- 
tomobile Stuck!"  But  Davidson,  not 
discouraged,  used  a  tackle  and  wind- 
lass to  pull  the  car  from  the  mud 
and  set  it  on  the  road  to  Indiana. 

Several  hours  later,  the  car  ran 
into  a  deep  rut  and  bent  a  sparking 
rod,  but  the  cadets  fixed  the  rod  and 
the  trip  resumed.  It  resumed,  that  is, 
until  a  blown  tire  caused  another 
delay  while  tires  were  ordered  by 
wire  from  Massachusetts.  Davidson 
and  his  cadets  camped  for  two  weeks 
in  mosquito-infested  woods  awaiting 
the  tires.  Some  newspaper  editors 
ridiculed  the  project.  A  news  article 
declared:  "That  automobile  promises 
to  reach  Washington  in  time  to  sa- 
lute the  reinauguration  of  President 


McKinley  and  not  before." 

One  setback  after  another  caused 
the  New  York  Journal  to  note  on 
Aug.  8,  1899:  "The  Davidson  gun 
carriage  made  1.66  miles  per  day.  It 
broke  down  50  miles  from  Chicago 
and  was  shipped  back  by  freight.  At 
its  rate  of  travel,  it  would  have 
reached  its  destination  in  600  days." 

Davidson,  though  disappointed,  had 
learned  many  things  about  traveling 
on  rugged  roads.  Back  at  Highland 
Park,  he  and  his  cadets  ordered  two

four-wheeled  carriages,  each  with  a 
10-horsepower  engine.  Patiently  they 
worked  to  armor  and  test  the  cars  on 
trips  in  the  Chicago  area. 

In  June  1901,  Davidson  and  his 
cadets  were  ready  to  try  again.  The 
trip,  this  time,  was  surprisingly  anti- 
climactic.  Davidson  parked  his  car  in 
front  of  the  Capitol  while  hundreds 
of  senators,  congressmen  and  citizens 
applauded  the  hardy  crew  that 
brought  the  armored  auto  all  the  way 
from  the  Midwest.

But  in  1901  few  people  saw  the 
long-range  possibilities  of  armored 
vehicles  in  warfare.  And  those  who 
did,  perhaps,  never  thought  the  Uni- 
ted States  would  have  to  use  such 
armament. 

A  frustrated,  but  not  discouraged 
Davidson  took  his  armored  car  back 
to  Illinois. 

By  1908,  he  had  improved  his  car- 
building  and  armor-making  tech- 
niques. Field  maneuvers  of  the  new 
version  astonished  spectators,  but 
only  a  few  dedicated  army  officers 
could  envision  the  armored  division 
of  the  future. 

By  1910,  Davidson's  fleet  of  ar- 
mored cars  included  two  Duryea  cars 
and  a  Cadillac  wireless  vehicle.  That 
same  year  he  added  two  Cadillac 
balloon  destroyers.  Each  car  had  a 
Colt  mounted  so  it  could  fire  horizon- 
tally or  upward  with  a  180-degree 
swing.  Each  also  carried  four  cadets, 
including  the  driver,  each  armed 
with  rifles  and  pistols. 

Early  in  June  1911,  Davidson  jour- 
neyed to  Washington  with  one  of  the 
balloon  cars  and  the  wireless  car. 
This  time  the  trip  included  stops  at 
Annapolis  and  West  Point  where  the 
cars  came  under  the  close  scrutiny  of 
the  military  academies'  authorities. 
Wherever  he  could,  Davidson,  now  a 
colonel,  talked  about  development 
of  a  United  States  armored  division 
and  its  future  role  in  warfare. 

With  World  War  I  raging  in  Eu- 
rope in  1915,  Davidson's  military 
cars  faced  a  telling  test.  To  prove 
their  worth,  he  arranged  a  tour  of 
the  cars  from  Chicago  to  the  Pana- 
ma Pacific  International  Exposition 
in  San  Francisco. 

The  Chicago  Tribune  reported: 
"Humming  grey  ghosts  of  steel,  with 
death-spitting,  quick-firing  guns 
mounted  forward,  are  scouting  west- 
ward over  the  Illinois  prairie  this 
morning." 

Although  the  armored  vehicles 
often  got  stuck  in  the  water-filled 
ruts  caused  by  almost  non-stop  rain 
during  the  trip,  the  cadets  always 
managed  to  get  the  cars  back  on  the 
road  by  pushing  or  with  windlass  and 
tackle.  A  reconnaissance  car  caught 
fire  from  dripping  gasoline,  but  it 
was  put  out  by  an  extinguisher.  A  car 
spring  broke,  but  repairs  were  made 
and  the  caravan  moved  steadily 
westward.

membership  application  in  his  suit- 
coat  pocket. 

At  the  National  level,  the  Com- 
mander's record  includes  service  as 
Alternate  National  Executive  Com- 
mitteeman, Vice  Chairman  of  the 
Veterans  Preference  Committee  and 
membership  on  the  National  Eco- 
nomic Commission,  National  Finance 
Commission  and  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  National  Child  Welfare  Foun- 
dation. 

Legion  work,  however,  is  not  the 
extent  of  Kogutek's  service.  In  his 
"spare  time,"  he  has  devoted  full- 
time  effort  to  a  number  of  public  of- 
fices and  positions  of  trust,  including 
Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Lackawanna,  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Works  and  President  of  the  Lack- 
awanna Chamber  of  Commerce.  In 
1977,  he  was' doubly  honored  as  Lack- 
awanna's "Man  of  the  Year,"  and 
the  Am-Pol  Eagle  newspaper's  "Citi- 
zen of  the  Year." 

This  caliber  of  public  service  com- 
bined with  an  exemplary  Legion 
record  and  many  years  of  profession- 
al managerial  experience  more  than 
qualify  Mike  Kogutek  to  assume 
leadership  of  the  world's  largest  vet- 
erans' organization.  His  reputation 
for  fair  dealing  with  fellow  Legion- 
naires and  employees,  and  his  un- 
masked desire  to  see  people  put  out 
100  percent  are  assets  he  will  carry 
with  him  into  National  office  this 
year. 

Commander  Kogutek  recently 
shared  his  views  on  national  issues 
and  topics  of  particular  concern  to 
him.  The  following  are  selected 
quotes  from  that  discussion. 

On  National  Security:  "This  coun- 
try is  more  vulnerable  today  than  it 
has  been  in  years.  Foreign  govern- 
ments casually  invade  other  nations 
without  fear  of  U.S.  intervention; 
American  diplomats  are  held  hostage 
without  fear  of  American  reproach  or 
retaliation.  This  situation,  I  submit, 
is  the  product  of  foreign  powers  per- 
ceiving the  United  States  to  be  weak. 

"There  is  no  better  time  for  us  to 
flex  our  military  muscles  than  right 
now.  We  must  demonstrate  to  bellig- 
erent nations  that  the  United  States 
has  the  will  and  the  might  to  resist 
aggression  anywhere  it  may  occur. 
We  must  do  whatever  is  necessary  to 
ensure  that  politicians  and  the  Penta- 
gon stand  up  to  this  sort  of  interna- 
tional terrorism." 


On  the  Armed  Forces:  "I  think  the 
Legion  should  loudly  reiterate  its  de- 
sire for  an  armed  forces  second  to 
none.  We  keep  talking  about  it,  but 
we  have  to  give  the  issue  a  stiff  push 
because  our  military  forces  are  in  a 
very,  very  sad  state  of  affairs  right 
now.  This  voluntary  force  concept 
has  produced  services  that  are  not 
ready  or  able  to  cope  with  situations 
that  may  arise  in  the  near  future." 

On  the  Legion's  Influence:  "Be- 
fore we  can  make  things  happen,  the 
Legion  must  regain  a  strong  voice 
in  Washington.  Those  young  Repre- 
sentatives and  Senators  know  little 
or  nothing  about  our  programs.  Many 
are  neither  Legionnaires  nor  veterans 
and  that  wasn't  the  case  25  years  ago. 

"Changing  times  demand  that  we 
develop  a  program  of  education  for 
Congressmen  which  will  clearly  point 
out  what  the  Legion  has  accom- 
plished and  what  it  stands  for." 


"I'd  like  to  see  the  Legion 
reach  that  magic  number 
of  3  million." 


On  Citizen  Participation:  "When 
your  Congressman  doesn't  receive 
telephone  calls  or  letters  about  a  bill 
or  issue,  he  thinks  there  is  little  or 
no  interest.  We  have  to  get  active.  We 
have  to  work  as  a  unit  to  make  our 
voice  heard  on  legislation  in  which 
we  have  an  interest." 

On  Voting:  "We  cannot  be  taken 
seriously  in  Washington  either  indi- 
vidually or  as  a  group  unless  we  rec- 
ognize and  exercise  our  right  and 
duty  to  vote.  Nor  can  we  forget  that 
2.7  million  votes  carry  a  lot  of  clout 
— no  politician  can  afford  to  ignore 
such  a  display  of  unity  and  power." 

On  Membership:  "Just  living  on 
past  glories  and  traditions  of  our 
organization  is  not  enough.  We  have 
to  get  to  the  task  of  making  sure  we 
do  something  positive.  Then,  and 
only  then,  will  we  gain  the  member- 
ship, respect  and  image  that  is  right- 
fully ours. 

"Somewhere  along  the  line,  I  would 
like  to  see  The  American  Legion 
reach  that  'magic  number'  of  3  mil- 
lion. I  am  sure  that  would  have  much 
more  impact  than  saying,  'We  have 
Continued . . .

On  Vietnam  War  Veterans:  "We 
must  procure  more  positive  programs 
for  the  Vietnam  veterans.  Only  then 
can  we  expect  these  vets  to  join  our 
ranks.  Somehow  they  got  the  feeling 
that  they  were  not  wanted,  not  ap- 
preciated, even  by  their  fellow  veter- 
ans of  previous  wars — that's  simply 
not  true  and  we  can,  and  we  must, 
change  that  impression. 

"The  American  Legion  has  to  start 
giving  Vietnam  veterans  some  iden- 
tity in  our  Posts,  Districts  and  De- 
partments. We  have  to  recognize 
them  by  electing  them  to  responsible 
offices.  We  have  to  show  them  that 
we  are  willing  to  listen  to  them  and 
give  them  the  backing  they  need  to 
manage  this  organization. 

"They  are  ready  for  that  now.  If 
The  American  Legion  is  going  to  be 
a  strong  force,  a  viable  force,  we  must 
get  Vietnam  veterans,  en  masse,  into 
Legion  caps."

A  detailed  diary  kept  by  an  honor 
student  revealed  more  hazards  on  the 
long  trip.  "Traveled  through  Nebras- 
ka all  day  in  rain,"  a  June  21  entry 
reads.  "At  6:30  we  passed  Overton 
and  came  to  an  impassable  ditch. 
Colonel  Davidson  paid  $10  to  two 
farmers  to  tow  our  eight  cars  across. 

"At  8  p.m.  we  stopped  at  what  ap- 
peared to  be  an  innocent  looking 
washout.  Colonel  Davidson  walked 
across — it  seemed  okay  for  cars  to 
ford  the  stream.  The  Colonel  drove 
his  reconnaissance  car  first  and  it 
keeled  over  on  its  left  side.  One  side 
was  almost  submerged,  and  when  the 
boys  went  to  help  push  the  car  out, 
the  water  was  up  to  their  waists. 

"Night  was  falling  and  the  car  was 
sinking  deeper.  Finally,  after  strug- 
gling for  two  hours,  breaking  two  guy 
ropes  and  using  the  heavy  kitchen 
car  we  finally  got  the  Colonel's  car 
out . . ." 

The  cars  finally  rolled  into  Oak- 
land, CA,  then  by  ferry  to  San  Fran- 
cisco, where  large  crowds  lined  the 
streets.  The  caravan  had  been  under- 
way for  34  days — averaging  100 
miles  per  day  despite  bad  roads,  mi- 
nor breakdowns  and  other  delays. 

The  San  Francisco  Chronicle  re- 
ported: "Demonstrating  the  efficiency 
of  the  modern  motor  car  in  a  war 
caravan,  30  honor  cadets  of  the 
Northwestern  Military  and  Naval 
Academy  under  Colonel  Royal  P. 
Davidson  arrived  in  San  Francisco 
yesterday  in  eight  Cadillac  cars  .  .  ." 

Davidson  had  achieved  his  goal. 
He  had  demonstrated  to  Americans 
that  motorized  equipment  would 
play  a  vital  role  in  future  warfare 
and  wartime  strategy. 

Davidson  lived  to  see  the  Allies 
win  WWI  and  watched  the  Nazis  re- 
arm for  world  conquest  in  the  late 
1930s.  But  he  was  confident  the  Al- 
lies would  win  the  next  war  despite 
Hitler's  fast  start  with  his  mobile, 
fully  mechanized  "Panzer"  Divisions. 

That  confidence  went  to  the  grave 
with  him  for  Col.  Royal  Page  David- 
son, 73,  died  in  1943. 

With  ceremony  his  ashes  were 
buried  on  the  grounds  of  the  military 
academy  he  loved.  A  monument  to- 
day marks  the  final  resting  place  of 
the  man  who  won  world-wide  fame 
by  designing  and  building  the  first 
armored  car  and,  in  so  doing,  re- 
shaped the  face  of  war  for  generations

operations,  the  KGB  uses  a  variety 
of  "covers." 

Arkady  Shevchenko,  the  Soviet 
U.N.  diplomat  who  defected  to  the 
United  States  in  1978,  told  a  U.S. 
House  Intelligence  subcommittee  last 
January  that  about  half  of  the  Sovi- 
ets assigned  to  the  U.N.  mission  in 
New  York  were  engaged  in  some 
form  of  espionage.  Other  sources  esti- 
mate that  as  many  as  65  percent  of 
the  official  Soviet  diplomatic  list  at 
their  Washington  embassy  are  intelli- 
gence personnel.  Favorite  "non  of- 
ficial" covers  which  the  KGB  has 
used  in  the  past  to  conceal  its  person- 
nel are  the  Soviet  trading  company  in 
New  York  City,  AMTORG;  the  Sovi- 
et Aeroflot  airline;  TASS  and  Izves- 
tia;  Soviet  trade  commissions,  IN- 
TOURIST;  scientific  and  cultural 
groups,  and  even  the  Bolshoi  dance 
troupe. 

In  September  1971,  Soviet  KGB 
agent  Oleg  Lyalin  decided  he  wanted 
to  come  in  from  the  cold.  He  had 
just  arrived  in  London  for  his  new 
assignment  as  an  employee  of  RAZ- 
NO,  the  export-import  house  devoted 
to  trade  between  the  U.K.  and  the 
U.S.S.R. 

When  he  walked  into  the  offices  of 
British  Intelligence  in  London,  he 
brought  with  him  all  of  the  para- 
phernalia for  espionage  (issued  to 
him  in  Moscow)  from  a  miniature 
radio  receiver-transmitter  to  lock 
picks.  He  wanted  only  two  things 
from  the  British:  asylum  for  himself 
and  for  his  friend  and  secretary  Irina 
Teplyakova.  In  return,  he  offered  to 
provide  the  British  with  a  list  of  all 
intelligence  agents  he  knew  to  be  con- 
ducting espionage  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  Before  the  month  was  over, 
the  British  had  expelled  90  Soviets 
from  the  350-man  Soviet  Embassy  in 
London  and  announced  that  an  ad- 
ditional 15  other  Soviets,  currently 
out  of  the  country,  would  not  be  per- 
mitted to  return.  It  was  the  biggest 
single  expulsion  of  foreign  agents 
from  Britain  in  peacetime  since 
World  War  II. 

Even  when  the  U.S.S.R.  was  an 
ally  of  the  U.S.  and  the  U.K.  during 
World  War  II,  the  KGB's  predeces- 
sor organization,  the  NKVD,  was 
busily  stealing  secrets  of  America's 
atomic  bomb.  President  Roosevelt 
could  not  understand  why,  when  he 
described  the  awesome  power  of  the 
A-bomb  to  Stalin  at  the  1945  Yalta 


Conference,  the  Soviet  leader  ap- 
peared to  be  so  uninterested.  Subse- 
quent events  provided  the  answer. 
Stalin  already  knew  the  details. 

With  the  possible  exception  of  the 
independent  Principality  of  Monaco, 
there  is  not  a  non-Communist  nation 
in  the  world  which  at  one  time  or  an- 
other has  not  expelled  at  least  one 
Soviet  diplomat  for  espionage.  Some 
have  gone  in  batches,  as  in  the  U.K. 
and  Canada;  others  have  departed 
singly  from  such  countries  as  Burma, 
Sri  Lanka  (Ceylon)  and  even  In- 
dia, which  has  spent  a  lifetime  cozy- 
ing  up  to  Moscow.  Last  spring  our 
State  Department  admitted  that  over 
the  past  year  it  had  quietly  expelled 
five  Soviet  diplomats. 

As  in  their  military  strategy,  the 
Soviets  do  not  appear  to  be  con- 
cerned by  such  losses.  By  the  sheer 
weight  of  numbers  they  seek  to 
achieve  their  objectives.  If  the  first 
assault  troops  do  not  attain  the  goal, 
the  second,  third  or  tenth  will  do  so. 

Soviet  intelligence  officers  are  not 
10  feet  tall.  While  some  are  sophisti- 
cated and  cosmopolitan,  most  have 
the  minimum  of  social  graces.  But 
they  are  dedicated  and  persistent, 
willing  to  accept  even  the  most  out- 
rageous instructions  from  "The  Cen- 
ter," their  communications  point  in 
Moscow.  For  instance,  on  March  6, 
1980,  the  London  Daily  Express 
claimed  that  the  Kremlin  had 
planned  the  marriage  of  Sergei 
Kauzov  and  Greek  shipping  heiress 
Christina  Onassis  in  order  to  obtain 
details  of  Western  oil  resources. 
Kauzov,  40,  and  Christina,  29-year- 
old  heiress  to  the  fortune  of  the 
late  shipping  magnate  Aristotle 
Onassis,  were  married  in  Moscow  in 
August  1978.  At  the  time,  the  British 
newspaper  alleges,  there  were  persis- 
tent rumors  that  Kauzov  was  an 
agent  of  the  KGB  who  just  "did  his 
duty."  The  couple  is  now  divorced. 

While  Moscow  insistently  dis- 
claims any  culpability  for  infractions 
of  international  customs  and  the  cor- 
ruption of  the  code  of  diplomatic  be- 
havior, she  continues  to  burrow  into 
the  soft  core  of  each  society  to  which 
she  is  accredited.  Will  the  West  never 
learn  that  the  words  of  Lenin  are  as 
true  today  as  when  he  uttered  them? 
"As  long  as  capitalism  and  socialism 
exist  side  by  side,  we  cannot  live  in 
peace.  One  or  the  other  will  finally 
triumph."  ■

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Winged  Enemy  Attacks  U.S.  Produce 

Invasion  of  the  U.S.  by  one  of  the  most  destructive 
killers  of  fruits  and  vegetables  has  triggered  an  emer- 
gency counterattack  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture (U.S.D.A.),  which  has  ordered  an  all-out 
assault  on  the  formidable  enemy. 

Smaller  than  the  house  fly,  the  Mediterranean  fruit 
fly  has  established  a  beachhead  in  California, 
where  it  is  threatening  to  lay  ruin  to  farm  produce, 
especially  citrus.  So  serious  is  the  situation,  that  the 
U.S.D.A.  has  bypassed  its  own  regulations  in  order  to 
move  into  quick  action. 

The  winged  destroyer  has  tried  to  invade  the  U.S. 
before,  especially  through  Florida;  more  recently  the 
flying  foe  successfully  breached  Hawaii's  defenses. 

The  U.S.D.A.  hopes  to  halt,  and  perhaps  turn 
back  the  incursion  by  launching  pesticides  and  rain- 
ing sterilized  male  flies  over  the  infested  fields.  Tight 
restrictions  have  been  set  up  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  vicious  invader  from  the  quarantined  areas  into 
other  regions  of  the  country. 

Spine  Regeneration  Research  Urged 

Every  year,  up  to  10,000  Americans  suffer  spinal 
cord  injuries,  and  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  cur- 
rently between  120,000  and  150,000  persons  in  the 
U.S.  with  this  affliction. 

Nonetheless,  according  to  testimony  presented  to  a 
House  subcommittee,  little  research  is  being  carried  on 
in  the  area  of  spinal  cord  regeneration.  A  measure 
calling  for  an  expenditure  of  $16  million  for  research 
that  possibly  could  lead  to  healthy  redevelopment  of 
injured  spines  is  being  considered  by  Congress. 

Health  officials  informed  the  subcommittee  that  the 
annual  cost  of  care  for  spinal  cord  patients  is  now 
running  over  $2.4  billion,  with  the  cost  of  individual 
patient  care  amounting  to  $14,000. 

The  research  program  would  offer  a  new  ray  of  hope 
for  victims  of  spinal  cord  injuries,  including  some  1,300 
veterans  who  suffer  permanent  disability,  long-term 
hospitalization  and  severe  emotional  impact.  According 
to  testimony,  the  major  causes  of  spinal  cord  injuries 
are  auto  and  athletic  accidents. 

Crackdown  On  Prison  Mailing  Privilege 

Federal  prisoners,  who  once  enjoyed  free  mailing 
privileges  similar  to  members  of  Congress,  will  be  re- 
stricted in  the  amount  of  mail  they  can  send  at  the 
taxpayer's  expense. 

The  Bureau  of  Prisons  decided  to  crack  down  when 
it  discovered  some  inmates  were  using  the  mail  to  so- 
licit money  and  to  request  large  amounts  of  junk  mail. 
One  enterprising  prisoner  culled  the  names  of  recent 
widows  from  newspapers  and  wrote  them  saying  their 
husbands  owed  him  money. 

Another  reason  cited  by  officials  was  the  cost  of 
subsidizing  prison  correspondence,  which  rose  from 
$600,000  in  1975  to  $1.4  million  in  1978. 

Current  regulations  permit  prisoners  five  free  stamps 
a  month,  the  right  to  purchase  additional  postage  with 
money  from  their  prison  accounts,  and  allowances  for 
legal  and  official  mailings  for  indigent  inmates.

The  Congressio- 
nal override  clearly 
illustrates  veter- 
ans* election  year 
clout  and  the  ability 
to  quickly  mobilize 
nationwide  senti- 
ment in  support  of 
veterans  interests. 
Legion  leadership

COOL  WATER  WASH  COULD  SAVE  VA  $2  MILLION  .  .  . 
Taking  a  tip  from  economy  minded  house- 
wives, the  VA  hospital  in  Wilkes-Barre, 
PA  has  learned  they  can  reduce  energy 
usage  by  doing  their  wash  in  cool  water 
.  .  .  Sensors  were  installed  in  the  laun- 
dry' s  water  heater  to  control  the  tem- 
perature at  85  degrees  and  a  chemical 
company  consultant  set  up  special  washing 
formulas  and  supervised  the  training  of 
VA  employees  in  their  use  .  .  .  Some  minor 
problems  cropped  up.  Grease  stains,  for 
example,  were  found  to  need  warmer  water, 
so  linens  from  the  hospital  kitchen  were 
washed  the  first  load  in  the  morning  at 
115  degrees  .  .  .  The  results  have  been 
dramatic.  During  the  first  six  months, 
energy  requirements  for  the  hospital  laun- 
dry have  been  reduced  40  percent  and  the 
cost  of  washing  supplies  for  a  400-pound 
load  has  been  reduced  from  $2.09  to  $1.71 
when  using  the  cooler  water.

Certain  wives  whose  husbands 
are  listed  as  MIAs  or  were  POWs  for  90 
days  or  more  will  lose  eligibility  for 
VA  education  benefits  if  they  don't  act 
within  the  next  two  months  .  .  .  Eligibil- 
ity for  the  VA  Survivors'  and  Dependents' 
Education  program  expires  for  this  select 
group  Dec.  24,  1980,  or  10  years  from  the 
date  listing  was  made,  whichever  is  later

children  of  POW/MIAs,  provides  tuition  as- 
sistance for  the  spouses  and  children  of 
veterans  who  died  or  suffered  total  and 
permanent  disability  resulting  from  their 
military  service  .  .  .

Report  from  Boston 


As  in  years  past,  the  62d  National 
Convention  of  The  American  Le- 
gion began  with  a  trickle.  Here 
and  there  at  Boston's  Logan  Interna- 
tional Airport,  a  solitary  Legion  cap 
bobbed  above  the  ever-flowing  tide 
of  travelers.  Taxi  drivers  allowed 
that  "some  kind  of  veterans'  conven- 
tion" was  supposed  to  start  over  the 
weekend;  shopkeepers,  though,  ex- 
pected little  relief  from  what  had 
become  a  dismally  poor  summer 
selling  season. 

Yet,  when  the  Convention  ended 
six  days  later,  cabbies  boasted  a 
great  week  thanks  to  touring  Le- 
gionnaires. Shopkeepers  had  sold 
more  than  $20  million  worth  of  mer- 
chandise and  food.  And  no  Bos- 
tonian  who  could  read  a  newspaper, 
watch  a  television  or  stroll  the  his- 


toric sidewalks  of  Quincy  Market 
doubted  in  the  least  that  The  Amer- 
ican Legion  had  been  in  town  for 
some  very  important  business  mixed 
with  an  ample  sprinkling  of  fun. 

Legionnaires  in  every  size,  shape 
and  color — more  than  20,000  strong 
— came  to  the  port  city  from  each 
of  the  50  states  and  more  than  20 
foreign  countries.  At  night  red,  white 
and  blue  caps  filled  Boston's  streets 
and  shops;  during  the  day,  those 
same  hats  were  seen  in  crowded  com- 
mittee rooms — Legionnaires  giving 
powerful  voice  to  their  concerns. 

Many  things  that  troubled  Le- 
gionnaires in  those  conference  rooms 
also  troubled  the  average  man  on 
the  street,  and  at  least  one  of  them 
was  eager  to  talk  about  it.  "You 
guys  are  really  serious,  aren't  you," 


said  a  middle-aged  cab  driver  some 
five  days  into  the  convention.  "I've 
been  reading  in  the  papers  about 
your  fight  for  better  veterans'  bene- 
fits and  I'm  behind  you  100  percent 
— you  guys  are  my  kind  of  people. 

"Paper  says  the  Legion  made  the 
Presidential  candidates  come  here 
and  talk  straight  for  a  change  and  I 
say  this:  it's  about  time  somebody 
else  got  up  and  said  our  military 
ought  to  be  number  one!  Oh  yeah," 
he  quipped,  "you  also  put  on  one 
helluva  parade!'" 

That  sterling  accomplishment, 
though  it  got  a  lot  of  publicity,  was  a 
far  cry  from  being  the  sum  total  of 
all  that  was  done  this  year  in  Bos- 
ton. Newly  elected  National  Com- 
mander Michael  J.  Kogutek,  in  his 
acceptance  speech  at  the  conven-

tion's  close,  echoed  what  that  Boston 
cab  driver  and  millions  more  across 
the  country  have  come  to  expect  from 
the  Legion.  He  said  "The  American 
Legion  will  endure  -and  thrive,  and 
we  are  attending  to  business  and 
our  business  is  America!" 

(Elected  as  Vice  Commanders 
were:  Ralph  M.  Godwin,  MS;  Dr.

"Taking  care  of  business"  began 
with  the  meeting  of  convention  com- 
mittees  and   commissions   on  the 


weekend  of  August  16-17.  (For  a 
synopsis  of  the  Resolutions  that  were 
adopted  at  the  62d  National  Con- 
vention, please  see  "Resolutions"  on 
page  39.) 

The  86-member  Committee  on 
Veterans  Affairs  and  Rehabilitation 
heard  remarks  from  the  number-two 
man  in  the  VA,  six  key  VA  officials 
and  the  chief  counsel  of  the  House 
Veterans  Affairs  Committee  before 
they  began  deliberations  on  the  215 
resolutions  presented  for  their  con- 
sideration. (Later  they  heard  Max 
Cleland  as  he  spoke  to  the  assembled 
convention  during  opening  cere- 
monies.) 

Among  the  VA  officials  appearing 
only  before  the  VA&R  Commission 
was  Rufus  Wilson,  deputy  adminis- 
trator of  the  VA,  who  told  of  a  VA 


personnel  freeze  whose  end  is  not  in 
sight.  Wilson  said  the  agency's  bud- 
get is  inadequate  "and  I  suspect 
there  never  will  be  enough  money 
to  do  all  that  we  want  to  do  and  all 
that  needs  to  be  done." 

Wilson  called  the  VA  "the  na- 
tion's conscience,"  and  The  Ameri- 
can Legion  he  spoke  of  as  the  VA's 
"very  best  friend,  also  our  best  crit- 
ic." 

Members  of  the  National  Security 
Commission  heard  from  Marine  Lt. 
Gen.  P.  X.  Kelly,  commander  of  the 
Rapid  Deployment  Joint  Task 
Force;  Maj.  Gen.  Maxwell  Thurman, 
commander  of  the  U.S.  Army  Re- 
cruiting Command,  and  Air  Force 
Brig.  Gen.  James  P.  McCarthy,  who 
oversees  the  Air  Force's  M-X  Mis- 
sile   development    and  acquisition

program. 

Kelly  told  Legionnaires  that  his 
200,000-strong  force  has  global  capa- 
bility and  was  designed  to  cope  with 
emergencies  outside  NATO  and 
Korea.  The  oil-rich  Persian  Gulf  re- 
gion would  be  a  priority,  he  said,  if 
an  outside  force  tried  to  gain  control 
there.  Kelly  praised  the  personnel 
assigned  to  his  force  and  criticized 
pessimists  who  overrate  Soviet 
troops  and  downplay  the  readiness 
and  dedication  of  our  own  Armed 
Forces. 

Thurman  noted  that  the  all-vol- 
unteer Army  was  short  by  about 
16,000  enlistees  last  year,  but  he  pre- 
dicted it  would  take  in  about  80,000 
high  school  graduates  this  year  and 
100,000  in  1981. 

The  National  Security  Commis- 


sion offered  to  help  military  recruit- 
ers with  one  problem  cited  by  the 
general:  that  of  his  people  being 
barred  from  talking  with  students  at 
some  high  schools  about  the  educa- 
tional and  career  advantages  of  a 
stint  in  the  Armed  Forces.  The  prom- 
ised support  was  given  through  the 
adoption  of  Resolution  No.  754 
which  reiterates  the  need  for  enlight- 
enment among  students  about  the 
advantages  of  a  military  career. 

General  McCarthy  warned  com- 
mission members  that  the  U.S.  will 
become  vulnerable  to  a  Soviet  nu- 
clear first  strike  if  America's  strate- 
gic capabilities  are  not  upgraded  this 
decade.  He  urged  support  for  the 
M-X  Missile  as  the  least  costly  and 
most  effective  way  to  upgrade  our 
capabilities,  despite  its  $33.8  billion 


price  tag. 

Highlights  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Foreign  Relations  Commission  in- 
cluded a  speech  by  William  J.  Dyess, 
Assistant  Secretary  of  State  for  Pub- 
lic Affairs,  and  a  debate  on  the  Tri- 
lateral Commission  between  Char- 
les B.  Heck,  North  American  Secre- 
tary of  the  Trilateral  Commission, 
and  Patrick  Wood,  author  of  Trilat- 
erals  Over  Washington. 

Dyess  told  the  commission  that 
"if  we  avoid  nuclear  holocaust,  the 
U.S.  and  the  U.S.S.R.  are  likely  to 
remain  locked  in  competition  for  a 
very  long  time."  The  country  that 
makes  the  best  uses  of  its  "limited 
resources  pie,"  he  said,  will  fare  the 
best  in  this  competition.

Steinberg,  Chief  Counsel  of  the  Sen- 
ate Commission  on  Veterans  Affairs; 
and  by  Louis  Townsend,  Subcom- 
mittee Counsel  of  the  House  Com- 
mittee on  Veterans  Affairs.  Each 
commented  on  veterans  legislation 
which  had  recently  become  law  as 
well  as  legislation  which  was  still 
pending  final  action  in  the  96th  Con- 
gress. 

Earl  D.  Franklin,  Jr.,  (CO), 
chairman  of  the  Convention  Com- 
mittee on  Children  and  Youth,  re- 
ported that  last  year  the  Legion's 
Children  and  Youth  Program  spent 
more  than  $23  million  to  carry  out 
its  programs  and,  since  the  mid- 
19208,  a  total  of  more  than  $409 
million  has  financed  thousands  of 
projects  and  programs  for  America's 
youth.  In  announcing  the  1981  pro- 


gram theme,  "Set  A  Course  For  The 
Future,"  Franklin  called  upon  Le- 
gionnaires to  take  the  initiative,  and 
become  an  active  part  in  a  program 
to  assist  children  to  become  healthy, 
responsible,  concerned  adults. 

Legionnaires  of  the  National  Eco- 
nomic Commission  heard  from  a 
host  of  government  and  private  in- 
dustry experts  on  topics  that  in- 
cluded veterans'  preference,  recent 
Supreme  Court  decisions  on  retire- 
ment and  seniority  rights  and  the 
contracting  out  of  federal  services. 

Among  those  addressing  the  com- 
mission was  Daniel  J.  Kearney,  na- 
tional vice  president  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Government  Em- 
ployees, who  told  the  Legionnaires: 
"The  government  has  reduced  its 
work  force  in  all  agencies  by  placing 


artificial  ceilings  on  its  personnel 
requirements  and  then  contracting 
out."  He  said  this  policy  permits, 
and  even  encourages,  federal  man- 
agers to  avoid  Civil  Service  regula- 
tions, including  those  pertaining  to 
veterans'  preference,  and  laws  gov- 
erning selection  and  advancement 
based  on  merit. 

Other  American  Legion  commis- 
sions, committees  and  study  groups 
met  throughout  the  weekend  of  prep- 
aration for  the  opening  of  the  con- 
vention on  Tuesday.  They,  too, 
heard  from  experts  in  their  respec- 
tive fields  who  praised  the  Legion 
for  its  past  accomplishments  and 
challenged  Legionnaires  to  continue 
their  record  of  service. 

There  was  business,  but  it  wasn't 
all  business.  Special  tours  of  Boston

and  surrounding  historic  sites  had 
been  arranged  for  Legionnaires  and 
their  families.  The  "Musical  Spec- 
tacular" at  Boston  University  Nick- 
erson  Field  was  another  crowd 
pleaser  though  several  thousand  mu- 
sic and  drill  team  lovers  were  mo- 
mentarily caught  in  a  summer  show- 
er. But  spirits  weren't  dampened, 
even  if  spectators  were. 

Two  Legionnaires  had  particular- 
ly high  spirits  as  a  result  of  Sea- 
gram Distillers  Company's  con- 
tribution to  the  Musical  Spectacu- 
lar. Chester  M.  Zandlo  of  Post  504 
in  Minneapolis,  MN,  won  the  Jeep 
Cherokee  after  Cdr.  Frank  Hamilton 
drew  his  entry  from  the  hopper.  And 
the  winner  of  the  trip  to  Hawaii, 
drawn  by  Auxiliary  President  Agnes

Plenty  of  time  was  available  for 
making  new  friends,  renewing  old 
friendships  or  just  strolling  across 
Boston  Common  or  Beacon  Hill.  Of 
course,  there  was  also  that  five-hour 
extravaganza,  The  American  Legion 
National  Convention  Parade  (see 
page  42) . 

Many  Legionnaires  were  drawn  to 
the  Trinity  Episcopal  Cathedral  for 
traditional  patriotic  memorial  ser- 
vices. Always  a  meaningful  part  of 
any  National  Convention,  this  year's 
service  was  highlighted  by  the  lay- 
ing of  memorial  wreaths  by  officers 
of  the  Legion  and  affiliated  organiza- 
tions. The  ceremony  concluded  with 
a  spine-tingling  rendition  of  taps 
that  echoed  off  the  cathedral's  age- 
darkened   stone   walls   and  pene- 


trated the  heart  and  memories  of 
each  participant. 

A  group  much  more  important 
than  its  small  numbers  might  sug- 
gest, also  met  that  weekend  at  one 
of  the  convention  hotels.  This  year, 
the  Society  of  American  Legion 
Founders  drew  eight  members  to 
their  annual  meeting — members  who 
share  the  memories  of  the  Paris  Cau- 
cus that  founded  the  organization  in 
1919,  and  of  the  St.  Louis  Caucus  a 
few  months  later  that  set  the  ball 
rolling. 

The  Founders  spent  their  annual 
get-together  with  members  of  the 
The  American  Legion  Historians. 
The  two  groups — those  who  seek  to 
preserve  the  Legion's  past,  and  those 
who  lived  it — met  with  a  mutual

1980-81 

Following  are  synopses  of  resolu- 
tions approved  during  the  62d  annual 
American  Legion  National  Conven- 
tion in  Boston,  MA: 

Americanism 

294.  Urges  that  the  National  Anthem  be  played  at 
all  sporting  events. 

771.  Calls  for  legislation  and  executive  action 
to  deny  Communists  the  ability  to  infiltrate  and 
subsequently  destroy  our  governmental  agencies 
and  institutions. 

88.  Supports  legislation  to  provide  the  necessary 
authority  and  means  for  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation  (FBI)  to  carry  out  its  intelligence 
capabilities. 

172.  Asks  that  Section  7,  Public  Law  344,  pertain- 
ing to  the  rules  and  customs  for  the  display  of  the 
U.S.  Flag  be  amended. 

657.  Reaffirms  The  American  Legion's  support  of 
the  CIA  and  the  FBI. 

674.  Concerns  non-veteran  citizen  aliens  and  asks 
that  any  legislation  which  would  divest  Congress 
of  overall  control  of  immigration  policy  not  be 
enacted;  that  no  funds,  benefits  or  privileges  of 
any  kind  be  granted  by  a  Federal  agency  to  mem- 
bers or  former  members  of  the  Viet  Cong,  other 
military,  para-military  or  civilian  groups  which 
were  hostile  to  the  U.S.  Armed  Forces;  that  legis- 
lative changes  affecting  overall  immigration  policy 
not  be  enacted  without  careful  study;  and  that  the 
U.S.  Government  ensure  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  our  war  veterans  for  employment,  education 
and  hospital  and  medical  care  at  all  times  over 
certain  former  enemy  aliens  and  refugees. 

712.  Urges  that  the  Sub-Committee  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Judiciary  of  the  United  States  Sen- 
ate to  Investigate  Subversive  Activities  be  re- 
stored. 

351.  Deals  with  the  restoration  of  voluntary 
prayer  in  public  schools  and  at  other  public  gath- 
erings. 

409.  Calls  upon  the  Congress  to  restore  Washing- 
ton's Birthday  to  February  22,  Memorial  Day  to 
May  30  and  Columbus  Day  to  October  12  each 
year. 

713.  Strongly  supports  legislation  that  would  place 
a  seven-year  moratorium  on  the  release  of  in- 
vestigative information  and  foreign  counter-intel- 
ligence information  held  by  the  FBI. 

82.  Expresses  extreme  displeasure  that  individ- 
uals who  desecrate  the  United  States  Flag  do  so 
without  incurring  punishment  for  their  actions 
and  calls  for  the  enactment  of  sufficient  punish- 
ment to  discourage  such  behavior  in  the  future. 
33.  Requests  that  the  Congress  restore  Memorial 
Day  to  its  proper  day  of  observance,  May  30  of 
each  year. 

60.  Urges  the  adoption  of  legislation  which  would 
prohibit  the  employment  of  illegal  aliens. 
185.  Seeks  the  support  and  co-sponsorship  of  all 
U.S.  Congressmen  for  House  legislation  to  restore 
the  U.S.  House  Internal  Security  Committee. 
587.  Implores  the  U.S.  Government  to  immediately 
deport  those  aliens  who  participate  in  the  destruc- 
tion of  property,  publish  printed  matter  intended 
to  incite  rebellion  and  condemn  the  policies  and 
principles  of  the  U.S.  Government. 

675.  Vigorously  supports  FBI  charter  legislation 
which  provides  for  an  effective  law  enforcement 
capability. 

Economics 

26.    Supports  legislation  to  require  that  local  Vet- 
erans Employment  Representatives  be  veterans. 
80.    Requests  that  the  Congress  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  support  an  increase  of  positions  in 
the  State  employment  services  to  a  number  com- 
mensurate with  the  increase  in  the  labor  force. 
123.  Asks  for  appropriate  legislation  to  continue 
the  Disabled  Veterans  Outreach  Program  as  a 
program  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor. 
130.  Calls  for  identification  of  veterans  as  a  sig- 
nificant segment  in  the  Comprehensive  Employ- 
ment And  Training  Act.

From  Boston: 


Colorful  costumes  echoing  the  tradi- 
tional heritage  of  many  Legion- 
naires' ethnic  backgrounds  were  a 
popular  attraction  for  most  of  the 
270,000  who  viewed  the  parade 
around  Boston  Common. 


The  parade — containing  hundreds 
of  marching  units  made  up  of 
thousands  of  participants — had 


something  for  everyone,  including 
this  Illinois  Legionnaire  caught 
at  a  pensive  moment. 
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The  Sights  and  Sounds 


Boston  proved  a  frustrating 
experience  for  those  who  wanted  to 
visit  all  the  landmarks  of  this 
historic  city.  There  was  just  too 
much  to  see  and  do.  But  among 
those  visited  by  many  Legionnaires 
were  the  restored  Quincy  Market 
(above)  and  the  USS  Constitution 
( below) . 


There's  so  much  to  see  in  Boston, 
no  one  ever  sees  it  all,  but  Le- 
gionnaires tried  to  take  in  such 
highlights  as  Quincy  Market,  the 
USS  Constitution  and  the  Old  North 
Church.  To  natives,  of  course,  such 
things  are  "old  hat,"  but  Bostonians 
and  Legionnaires  do  have  at  least 
one  thing  in  common  when  it  comes 
to  spending  a  leisurely  Sunday  after- 
noon: they  all  love  a  parade  and  a 
whale  of  a  parade  they  got! 

This  year  over  270,000  spectators, 
according  to  police  estimates,  turned 
out  for  the  five-hour  parade  of  The 
American  Legion's  62d  National 
Convention. 

More  than  5,000  marchers  and 
scores  of  jeeps,  floats  and  Army 
trucks  wound  around  Boston  Com- 
mon and  through  the  downtown 
area. 

Highlights  of  this  year's  parade  in- 
cluded an  appearance  by  Sen.  Strom 
Thurmond  (SC)  who  led  the  South 
Carolina  delegation  past  the  masses 
of  cheering  spectators.

The  Florida  delegation's  huge  pa- 
rade flag — four  highway  lanes  wide 
— grew  so  heavy  with  impromptu 
donations  thrown  into  the  flag's 
middle  by  the  crowd  during  the  two- 
mile  march,  that  it  had  to  be  sup- 
ported from  beneath.  That  small 
change  added  up  to  $231.36,  which 
they  donated  to  the  Jimmy  Fund,  a 
New  England  charity  for  cancer  re- 
search and  the  care  of  children 
stricken  by  the  disease. 

Isham  L.  Parker,  past  Dept.  Cdr. 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  was 
proof  that  you're  never  too  old  to  get 
involved  in  Legion  affairs.  Isham, 
who  turned  90  the  following  Thurs- 
day, walked  the  entire  parade  route 
under  sunny  skies.  Shortly  thereaf- 
ter, he  described  his  association  with 
the  Legion.

can't  get  there  by  train  or  bus,  I 
don't  go,"  he  said. 

Rear  Adm.  Raymond  H.  Wood, 
commander  of  the  First  Coast  Guard 
District  in  Boston,  was  the  parade's 
grand  marshal,  and  he  joined  Natl. 
Cdr.  Hamilton  on  the  reviewing 
stand  with  other  distinguished  guests 
to  take  the  salute  of  passing  units. 
Immediate  Past  Natl.  Cdr.  John  M. 
Carey  and  Boston  Police  Supt.  John 
F.  Doyle  were  honorary  grand 
marshals. 

The  fact  that  the  parade — one  of 
the  nation's  largest  and  most  color- 
ful— ran  well  after  dark  didn't  seem 
to  faze  the  spectators.  Indeed,  in 
some  spots  along  the  parade  route, 
the  crowd  appeared  to  grow  as  the 
hours  marched  by. 

In  front  of  one  restaurant,  a  group 
of  aproned  waiters  waved  their  emp- 
ty trays  at  passing  units.  "Since  all 
our  customers  are  out  here  watching 
the  parade,"  said  one,  "we  thought 
we  might  as  well  join  them." 

But  many  of  those  who  saw  this 
year's  parade  were  out  there  for  the 
same  reason  as  one  Bostonian  father 
who  told  his  two  young  sons:  "This 
is  what  America's  all  about."

Back  To  The  Farm

"DIRTI  Five":  depreciation,  inter- 
est, repairs,  property  taxes  and  insur- 
ance. If  these  costs  are  not  consid- 
ered, along  with  a  return  for  capital, 
labor  and  management,  income  may 
cover  day-to-day  living  and  operat- 
ing costs  but  end-of-the-year  profits 
will  be  non-existent. 

Probably  the  most  important  sta- 
tistic to  consider  when  deciding  what 
you  will  raise  is  the  amount  of  profit 
that  reasonably  can  be  expected  from 
each  type  of  venture.  Let's  consider 
raising  corn.  A  recent  pubication  by 
the  Land  Grant  Colleges  in  the  North 
Central  region  lists  suggested  acreage 
to  realize  $2,000  a  year  profit.  (These 
and  figures  for  other  crops  vary  wide- 
ly depending  on  location,  bookkeep- 
ing methods  and  efficiency  of  indi- 
vidual operations.)  Their  figure  for 
corn  farming  is  30  to  55  acres.  That 
means  you  need  500  acres  to  earn 
$20,000  per  year  taxable  net  profit. 
Land  suitable  for  raising  corn  would 
be  a  bargain  at  $1,000  an  acre;  in  the 
Corn  Belt  states  that  might  run  clos- 
er to  $3,000  per  acre.  In  a  nutshell, 
when  you  add  together  the  cost  of 
the  land,  equipment,  fuel,  seed,  fertil- 
izer, chemicals  and  storage,  you  are 
talking  about  $500,000  just  to  get 
started  as  a  full-time  venture. 

Be  prepared  for  another  shock 
when  you  price  farm  machinery. 
Tractors  to  do  the  tillage  operations 
cost  from  $30,000  to  $50,000  or  more 
new.  Combines  to  do  the  harvesting 
will  run  about  $50,000  to  $80,000  new. 

If  raising  crops  for  profit  is  out  of 
your  financial  reach,  perhaps  live- 
stock is  the  answer.  Beef  cattle  calls 
for  the  least  labor  input,  but  to  reap 
$2,000  per  year  profit  it  is  suggested 
that  25  to  35  cows  are  needed. 
Transposed  to  $20,000  per  year  in- 
come, that  calls  for  about  300  cows 
at  $600  a  head— a  $180,000  outlay, 
plus  land.  However,  few  cattlemen 
buy  a  herd  outright.  They  grow  their 
own,  but  this  means  delaying  income 
for  several  years. 

Hogs  are  the  traditional  "mortgage 
lifters"  for  young  farmers.  They  re- 
quire more  labor,  but  the  turnover  is 
faster.  Sows  farrow  litters  of  8  to  10 
pigs  at  least  twice  a  year.  Pigs  can  be 
reared,  fattened  and  sent  to  market 
in  less  than  six  months.  They  require 
an  absolute  minimum  of  facilities  and 
equipment  and  7  to  10  sows  should 
supply  $2,000  in  income  from  farrow 
to  finish. 


Dairy  cows  also  offer  a  good  re- 
turn if  you  have  sufficient  family- 
supplied  labor.  You  can  buy  cows 
that  will  give  milk  in  a  matter  of 
days  or  weeks  so  that  a  steady  flow 
of  income  can  be  had  shortly  after 
starting.  It  takes  only  a  few  acres  of 
land,  but  feeding  and  housing  are 
the  big  costs.  In  short,  8  to  10  cows 
may  turn  a  profit  of  $2,000  per  year. 

If  all  these  expenses  are  far  out  of 
your  reach,  take  heart — there  is  hope. 
You  could  become  a  "40-acre  farm- 
er"— someone  who  holds  down  a  job 
in  the  city  and  manages  a  farm  in  the 
evenings  and  on  weekends.  Even  in 
today's  society  it  is  possible  to  be- 
come self-sufficient  in  some  of  the 
major  items  that  make  up  the  ever- 
increasing  cost  of  living.  A  small  gar- 
den plot  can  rather  easily  produce 
$1,000  worth  of  food  a  year,  much  of 
which  can  be  preserved  by  drying, 
canning  or  freezing. 

Livestock  can  be  raised  in  small 
quantities  to  provide  meat  for  the 
table  or  to  be  stored  in  the  freezer. 

The  Chinese  are  credited  with 
coining  the  adage  that  "a  cow  is  half 
your  living."  A  milk  cow  or  goat  can 
provide  milk,  buttermilk,  clabber,  cot- 
tage cheese,  sweet  cream  and  home- 
made ice  cream. 

And  then  there  are  eggs.  You  need 
not  be  limited  to  keeping  a  few  lay- 
ing hens — there  are  also  ducks, 
geese,  guineas  and  turkeys — all  of 
which  provide  both  eggs  and  meat.  In 
short,  self-sufficiency  from  a  few 
acres  is  limited  only  by  your  native 
or  acquired  talents,  ingenuity  and 
willingness  to  work. 

The  tenacity  with  which  farm  fami- 
lies seek  to  hand  down  family  farms 
from  one  generation  to  the  next  sug- 
gests we  may  have  more  than  a  busi- 
ness at  stake.  With  the  rapid  rise  in 
land  prices,  farm  operators  may  well 
"die  rich"  having  "lived  poor."  On 
the  other  hand,  many  farm  families 
do  enjoy  a  lifestyle  that  can  only  be 
the  envy  of  their  less  fortunate  cous- 
ins in  the  city  who  are  caught  daily 
in  long  traffic  lines  and  harnessed  to 
jobs  they  detest. 

If  you  yearn  to  breathe  free  and 
reap  the  profits  of  your  own  harvest; 
if  you  have  the  tenacity  to  stick  out 
the  tough  times,  knowing  that  good 
times  are  coming;  if  you  love  the 
land  and  what  it  produces,  then  you 
too  could  become  one  of  America's 
greatest  assets:  a  farmer.  ■

sense  of  pride  in  their  relationship 
with  the  world's  largest  veterans' 
organization.  A  historic  "first"  was 
recorded  by  the  Historians  with  the 
appointment  of  Neal  S.  Sundeen  as 
the  Legion's  National  Historian. 
Sundeen,  a  Phoenix  attorney,  is  the 
first  Vietnam  veteran  to  hold  na- 
tional office  in  The  American  Le- 
gion. 


VA  Administrator  Max  Cleland, 
speaking  to  the  assembled  delegates, 
gave  an  update  on  veterans'  programs 
and  outlined  plans  for  the  future. 

Other  small  groups  tied  closely  to 
the  Legion  also  met,  including  The 
Sons  of  The  American  Legion 
(SAL)  who  elected  their  1980-81 
National  Commander,  Donald  L. 
Willson,  of  Pittsburgh,  PA.  The  Na- 
tional Organization  of  World  War 
Nurses  conducted  their  annual  re- 
union, while  the  Foreign  and  Out- 
lying Departments  of  The  American 
Legion  (FODPAL)  and  the  Army, 
Navy,  Air  Force  Veterans  in  Canada 
and  the  United  States  (AN  A  VIC- 
US)  conducted  breakfast  meetings. 

Many  Legionnaires  traveled  to  the 
convention  from  the  heat-scorched 
Midwest  and  South.  They  found 
Boston  not  only  friendly,  but  also 
basking  in  mostly  clear,  brisk  weath- 
er which  provided  a  refreshing  res- 
pite to  the  temperatures  elsewhere 
in  the  nation.  The  good  crop-grow- 
ing weather  in  Boston  made  some 
Midwesterners  quickly  forget  about 
troubles  back  home.  One  such  farm- 
er, who  was  standing  with  his  neck 
cocked  all  the  way  back  as  he  stared 
toward  the  top  of  the  Prudential 
Center,  was  heard  to  mutter:  "Won- 
der how  much  hay  that  place  would 
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hold?" 

Monday  was  set  aside  for  busi- 
ness, for  sightseeing  and  for  prepar- 
ing for  the  three-day  proceedings  in 
John  B.  Hynes  Auditorium.  Among 
the  more  pleasurable  events  of  the 
day  was  the  awarding  of  the  annual 
"Good  Guy  Award."

and  generosity  could  be  present  here 
today  to  thank  you  for  themselves 
.  .  .  The  bodies  you  have  helped  to 
train,  the  minds  you  have  helped  to 
educate,  the  lives  you  have  deeply 
touched,  and  the  futures  you  have 
helped  create,  all  stand  as  living 
monuments  to  the  work  you  have 
done  for  this  country  and  the 
world." 

Shapiro's  remarks  were  an  exciting 
high  point  of  what  was  becoming  a 
very  exciting  convention.  Part  of  that 
excitement  emanated  from  the  reali- 
zation that  all  three  major  Presiden- 
tial candidates  were  to  appear  before 
the  more  than  3,000  delegates. 

Independent  candidate  John  An- 
derson spoke  to  Legionnaires  on 
Tuesday,  with  Ronald  Reagan  and 
President  Jimmy  Carter  following 
on  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  re- 
spectively. The  appearance  of  the 
three  contenders  gave  Legionnaires 
and  millions  of  television  viewers  na- 
tionwide a  close  look  at  the  men  and 
the  principles  for  which  they  stand. 

Convention  time  is  also  a  time  for 
awards.  This  year's  list  of  those  be- 
ing honored  was  particularly  distin- 
guished. Former  President  Gerald 
R.  Ford,  though  unable  to  appear  at 
the  convention,  was  the  recipient  of 
the  Legion's  Distinguished  Service 
Medal,  the  Legion's  highest  honor. 
Rep.  Thomas  P.  "Tip"  O'Neil,  Jr., 
Speaker  of  the  House,  was  presented 
the  Distinguished  Public  Service 
Award.  The  1980  Fourth  Estate 
Award,  presented  in  recognition  of 
outstanding  achievement  in  the  field 
of  communication,  went  to  editorial 
cartoonist  Hy  Rosen  of  the  Albany 
(NY)  Times-Union,  who  sketched 
an  impromptu  caricature  of  Frank 
Hamilton  before  the  entire  conven- 
tion. 

The  William  Randolph  Hearst 
Americanism  Trophy,  presented  an- 
nually to  the  Department  judged  to 
have  done  the  best  job  of  promoting 
the  Legion's  Americanism  program, 
went  to  the  Department  of  Maine 
for  the  fifth  consecutive  year. 

The  National  Commander's  Ban- 
quet for  Distinguished  Guests  of  the 
Convention,  though  not  an  award 
per  se,  was  certainly  looked  forward 
to  with  equal  anticipation.  Comedian 
Woody  Woodbury  kept  Cdr.  Hamil- 
ton and  his  1,400  guests  laughing  for 
45  minutes  following  the  dinner  at 
the  Sheraton-Boston  Hotel.  For  Cdr. 
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THE  AMERICAN  LEGION 


Hamilton  it  was  an  opportunity  to 
thank  his  friends  and  family  mem- 
bers who  helped  him  during  his  year 
of  stewardship.  And  there  was  also 
a  toast  presented  by  the  host  him- 
self: "Here's  to  the  finest  men  and 
women  in  the  world:  us!" 


Congressman  Ray  Roberts,  chairman 
of  the  House  Veterans  Affairs  Com- 
mittee, in  a  speech  at  the  National 
Convention  told  Legionnaires  that 
special  pay  for  VA  doctors  and 
dentists  was  "long  overdue." 

The  62d  National  Convention  of 
The  American  Legion,  in  the  end, 
was  one  of  contrasts.  Boston  was 
simultaneously  a  quaint,  historic 
town  and  a  bustling,  modern  metrop- 
olis. Legionnaires  worked  hard  and 
played  hard.  Platform  speakers 
ranged  from  the  President  of  the 
United  States  to  a  17-year-old  youth 
from  California  who  aspires  to  that 
office.  Conventioneers  consumed 
gourmet  delicacies  and  fast  food 
with  equal  passion;  wore  tuxedoes 
and  blue  jeans;  reveled  in  convention 
bustle  and  relaxed  during  poignant 
moments  when  friends  shared  a  fare- 
well-till-next-year  toast. 

In  short,  The  American  Legion's 
62d  National  Convention  was  at- 
tended by  a  diverse  group  of  people 
from  across  the  nation  and  around 
the  globe  who  share  the  common 
bond  of  military  service  and  who, 
because  they  cared,  traveled  to  Bos- 
ton "to  take  care  of  business."  ■
